5. Counterinsurgency Program Planning Course 

Preparations for Course No. 2, to begin 8 October, are nearly 
complete. Twelve persons from CIA are registered, and two candidates 
have been nominated by the Department of Defense. As of this late 
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names of candidates from State, USIA and AID have not beei^ceived. 
Mr. ■■ reports that in a recent conversation with Mr. 
he v^^s^ted to prepare a memorandum recommending that CIA seek an 
exemption from the requirement tha^h^Agencj^onduct interdepart-
